# ona o’clock on Satordsy, D-cember 24th, 1864,
an inmesse fiet of steamers, led by the Ironsidés, and
containing, it is said,not less than fi{ty-one others, amodg
them several monitors approached Foit Fisher in
line of battle, and opened a most tremendoas fire upon
that work. An eye-witneas who passed the Inlet in a
steamer comicg up the Cape Fear River says it cx—
oeded in its awfal fury anything be ever had wit nessed
or could conceive of. In rapidity it resembled the roll
of musketry rather thao the distinct and separate reporis
of cannon.

The following report was reoeived from Col. Lamb on
last Baturday night :

Fort FisEEr—8 o'cicck, P. M.
The enemy’s fizet, conslsting of over 50 vessels, includ
ing 2 monitors, savers! armed vessels, and a large propor-
tion of heavily armed frigates and sloops of war, ccmmen-
oed a furious bombardment of Fort Fisher at 20 misutes
to one o'clock, which they kept up uatil 63 P. M., when
they withdrew. No partof the work was greatly irjired.
Casuoalties 23 wounded, one mortally, 3 sevesely, 19 siightly.
The officers, roldiers and seamen, all did their whole
doty. As the enemy attempted no passage of the bar aud
staid out at lopg range—with the exception of the iron-
clads—I flied very slowly and deliberately. I am unable
to koow what damage was done them, but I am certain
the ipjary iuflicted opon them far exceeds the injury,
their bombardmeut did us. Our Heavenly Father hae pro-
tected my garriion th's ¢ay, avd I feel that he wil s.slain

TIIE ATTACK UPON WILMINGTON.

In Monday's paper (issued on Bunday,) we gave all that
had occurred up to Saturday night. We resume with the
operations of Bunday, Christmas day.

Preeisely at tea o’cleck, as the bells began to ring sum-
moving the worshipperss to charch, the decp booming of
gurs from sea snpcunced tbat the enemy’s fizet bhad re-
opened upon Fort Fist er, and the deep, heavy and %eces-
sabt roll was Eept up with terrible rapidity during tke
whole day, acd away into the night, and all pight, and all
day yesterday, with little abatement uatil about noon, when
it is probable that the gradually rising sea compelled the
fleet to haul off, or at least slacken theirfire. Up to three
e'clock on Sunday tke casualties in the Fort were forty-
three.

On Busday afternocn it was azcertained that the enemy
bad succeeded in eflecting & landing at a point not ar from
the bead of the Bonnd and just below the site of old Camp
Wyatt, say 54 to 6 miles above Fort Fisher and 16 from
Wilmington. They were coufronted by Gea. Kirkland,
with suoch of his gallant men as were tLen with him, their
ebject being to Interpossbetween Wilmisgton and Fort
Fisher, ours to prevent their doingso. Their force became
swelled by new regiments landed frcm their transports,
ours by arrivals of some of the most gallant veteraos on
the Contineat. On yesterdsy General Bragg sssumed com-
mand in person, ard at the da‘e of this writing (Monday 7
P.M.,) we hava the gratification of beirg abls to statethat
the communication with the Fort is oninterrupted, with no
Yankees intsrposing between our troops In the fleld and
oar troops in the Fort; that the Fort is all right, and the
men in fine epirits. The enemy’s proud armada and ter-
riffio bombardment have, so far been powerleis to effect
saything against the ¢ scientific sardhills ”’ that guard the
New Inlet to our Biver, and which stand a proud moxnu.
ment to the scientific genius of the able engiceer under
whose oye our defences have been mainly planned and exe-
outed, and who, bimself, was also in Fisher to walch the
performance of his works. Fort Fisher and its defence will
always be associated with tho names of Msjor Genersl
Whiting and Col. Lamb.

During the night of Sunday and on the moruicg of Mon-
day two attempts wore mads to take Fisher by storm, but
both were gallantly repulsed by our Junior Volunteers.—
‘We might mention many instances of individual gallantry
then and there performed, but forbear, as we could hardly
fail to do unioteutional irjustice, and we hope soon to have
a full account.

Yankea prisonera say that the land force with the flaet
oo« x| of four brigades of four regiments each, each re-
gimess numbering about 560 men. Of these three landed,
all under commasd of General Ames. The fourth, com-
posed of megro troops under Wetzell (capiured at Ply-
mouth) had not yet landed. Who and whbat our troops op-

posing them are, thoy will soon flad out. They are just the
same men that have been whipping them ail along. . We
will be somewhat mistaken if this does not prove to be one
of the worst failores that the united genius of Wells and
Btantcon has yet prepared for the arms of the United States.

THE SITUATION,

An official dispatch, from Sugar Loal, of the date ol
2 p. m, yesterday, states that the enemy had evacuated
Battery Anderson and re-embarked. 8o, for the time,
ends tAat attempt at landing and invasion. The enemy
bas suffered far more severely in killed and wounded
than we bave, and his fleet will be found shattered toan
extent that will take a long time to repair. The “‘nest
of pi " is gafe. .

Fort Fisher hag sustained a most terriffic bombard-
ment. Jast look at the list of the war vessels brought
against ber! Buat ber defeuce was ss gallant as the
attack was terrific. Ths damaga to the Fort is slight,
except to buildings not necssary to defence. The troops
all bebaved well and are in fine spirits.

Bat our enemy is pereevering, and althongh sigaally
foiled this time, will bardly be willing to give up the
design 80 fondly entertained without making spme fur-
ther dewmonstration. His discomfi‘ed legions have
sought refuge aboard his ships, ready to be cast forth
